he believes it morally, religiously or legally right 
fora man to have more than one living and undi- 
vorced wife at the same time, or to live in the prac- 
tice of cohabiting with more than one Woman: any 
person appearing or offered as a juror or talesman 
aud challenved on either of the foregeing grounds, 
may be qucstioned on his oath as to the existence 
of any such cause of challenge. and other 
evidence may be introduced bearing 
upon the question raised by such challenge.

Convicted of Having Obtained the Rev, Mr, Weeker'#
